Perhaps even more meaningful 
is the comment by the associate 
director: ‘You cannot have big- | 
time, big-pressure football without | 
a curriculum where you can hide 
those boys who are not so well: 
qualified academically. Here we | 
have no place to hide them.” 


The general administration be- 
lief seems to be that the tremen- 
dous build-up necessary for big- 
time football cheapens values in 
general. ‘“The team’”’ becomes the 
school’s major interest. 


Rutgers managed a_ winning 
season. Football has a place. It 
will continue to do so. More and 
more university and_ college 
boards are going through a period 
of soul-searching about _big- 
stadium, high-pressure, win-or- 
fire-the-coach football. There is 
less and less disposition to join 
the National Association of Foot- 
ball Manufacturers. A good many 
institutions are trapped with huge 
stadium debts. Most have built 
an expanded general sports pro- 
gram around a winning team — 
which pulls in huge crowds and 
pays the bills. 


Growing List 


There is a steadily-growing list 
of institutions which have found 
a less frenzied and costly middle 
ground. Rutgers has become the 
most publicized example because 
of its undefeated team. There are 
scholarships for. students who 
need them, and if some who 
receive them play football, well 
and good. But no scholarship puts 
a player in the status of a man 
subsidized for his muscle prowess 
alone. (Ohio State has announced 
that its football scholarships total 
about $450,000 annually. Smaller 
state institutions have scholar- 
ship costs of $200,000. This ac- 
counts for the pleasure a big bowl 
game brings. Its cut wipes out 
deficits and provides a surplus 
for the next year.)

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Train Slams 
Bus, Killing 
20 Children

GREELEY, Colo. (UPI)—A passenger train two 
hours behind schedule struck a school bus at a country 
crossing Thursday, killing 20 school children. 


The engineer later told a hear- 
ing he was positive the bus driver 
did not stop as the train bore 
down on the crossing at 81 miles 
an hour at the unexpected time. 


Thirteen others were injured, 
three critically. The bus driver 
was treated for shock and taken 
into custody by sheriff's officers 
for questioning. 


MANGLED METAL 


School children were hurled 
across the frozen, snow-covered 
ground and the rear of the bus 
was turned into mangled metal 
and flesh when the Union Pacific 
streamliner City of Denver struck 
the bus. 


The train was speeding over 
the northeastern Colorado farm 
lands on its way from Chicago 
to Denver. 


Bodies of the 20 victims were 
so badly mutilated that sobbing 
parents and relatives were not al- 
lowed inside a makeshift morgue 
in the old Greeley National Guard 
Armory. Weld County Coroner 
Ross Adamson said the sight 
would be too much for them to 
bear.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre- 
tary of Labor Arthur J. Goldberg 
awarded the Metropolitan Opera’s 
musicians a $20-a-week pay in- 
crease over three years and 
called for federal subsidies for 
the performing arts. 


Goldberg issued his binding 
award Thursday in the dispute 
between New York's Metropolitan 
Opera Association and its 91- 
member orchestra—a responsibil- 
ity he accepted last August, at 
President John F, Kennedy’s re- 
quest, to save the Met’s 1961-62 
season. 


Fourteen of the award’s 60 
pages were devoted by Goldberg 
to a public appeal for ‘‘an out- 
pouring of support”’ for music and 
the arts and to several proposals 
for financial aid at every level! 
of government. 


HIS OWN VIEWS 


The secretary told a news con- 
ference, in the language of tele- 
vision, that the views were his 
and “‘not necessarily those of my 
sponsor — the President of the 
United States.’’ 


“I hope, and I will recommend, 
that the proposals be included in 
his State of the Union message,” 
he said. 


Foremost among the proposals 
was the creation of a federal ad- 
visory council on the arts. Ken- 
nedy supported the idea when he 
was a senator.

The Senate Penal and Correctional Af- 
fairs Committee made a most surprising 
report. 

No com- 
plaints from prisoners. Conditions univer- 
sally favorable. In fact, prisoners tak- 
ing vocational training are learning “the 
dignity of labor, joy of accomplishment, 
the serenity that goes with the knowledge 
that one has done his best to create some- 
thing for the benefit of his fellow man.” 

Then the board of corrections re- 
leased its annual report. Much progress 
cited. In fact, the board and the commit- 
tee found common ground for agreement 
on how good the penal system is. 

With Georgia prisons being such jollv 
good places in which to serve time, we

wonder why anyone would even think of 
trying to escape. 

And with all those skills prisoners 
are learning, the rehabilitation program 
undoubtedly is the best in the nation. 
That accounts, see, for the low, low per- 
centage of repeaters. That, too, must be 
the best in the nation. Of course, too, there 
is no overcrowding and no youthful first 
offenders are housed anywhere near a 
seasoned criminal. No indeed! 

We do wonder, however, if members 
of the committee wore blindfolds on their 
inspection or if their vision of conditions 


.was impaired somewhat by the number of 


prisoners—the highest percentage in re- 
lation to population of any state. 

Or maybe the state has built a bunch 
of new prisons overnight and adopted a 
whole new set of techniques. But we 
doubt it.

Urban Renewal Projects 
Are Sound Investments 


If a businessman could get all his 
money back on a venture in six to eight 
years and clear a tidy sum for many 
years afterward, he would consider it a 
pretty good investment.

To Price of Violence 


J. Oliver Emmerich, editor of the Mc- 
Comb, Miss., Enterprise-Journal and the 
State Times, recently had the unpleasant 
experience of seeing racial violence bring 
infamy to his city. 

But the damage was not to McComb 
alone. It was also to the state of Missis- 
sippi and for that matter, to the South. 


Editor Emmerich, noting that the 
Mississippi State Sovereignty Commis- 
sion is sending speakers north to make 
a favorable image of the state, sized up 
their handicap in an editorial which said: 

“But 10,000 Mississippi speakers, elo- 
quent, factual, impressive, speaking be- 
fore 10,000 organizations ... could not 
make an infintesimal dent upon public 
opinion in these other states as com- 
pared with a single outbreak of violence 
in any Mississippi city. Violence creates 
futility ... destroys the opportunity to 
acquire job opportunities .. . curtails in- 
dustrial development.” 

What he said applies to any com- 
munity or state in which people stoop 
to violence. 

We're sure that most Georgians will not 
want any incidents like those in McComb 
in their state. 


Social Success or Scholastic Failure? 


Indulgent parents can be their children’s 
worst enemies as far as determining their fu- 
tures are concerned. At least you can draw 
that conclusion from a study 


of the Bs, 72 per cent of the Ds, and &2 per 
cent of the Fs. Records of car owners were 
worse. The more usage permitted by parents, 
the poorer the grades. 

Children permitted to drive their cars every 
night made up only 1 per cent of the A stu- 
dents. They accounted for 9 per cent of the 
failures. 

In almost every instance, the relationship be- 
tween restraint and discipline by parents was 
found to be a factor. Ownership of a car af- 
fected grades in proportion to parents’ restric- 
tions on its use. 

Even worse records were made by students 
who worked in order to pay for their own cats.

But then, over the last 30 years Georgia has executed more per- 
sons than any other American state—292—and currently is holding on 
death row a boy who was condemned to electrocution at age 15. 

We no longer can hang a man for sheep stealing. But Georgia law 
does provide the death penalty for burning a railroad bridge.

In a time when capital punishment has been abandoned entirely by 
nine American states, half of Latin America and all but four nations 
in Western Europe, Georgia’s national leadership as a life-taker is a 


dubious honor. 


Somehow, somebody will rise in the legislature with the backing 
of the people of Georgia and prevail upon the lawgivers to mitigate 


this grisly business. 


Muggsy Smith has been up and down three times in a fruitless 
effort to do it. He’s going to try again in January, and we hope the 
legislators and the people will stand up with the spunky Fulton 


representative. 


Rep. Smith is one of those who believes in abolishing the death 
sentence itself. But he recognizes the sharp division of opinion on 
this. He knows the need to start from where we are. So his bill would 
simply spare minors under age 18 from being put to death.

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Passage of the bill could not help the Cobb boy, who was sen- 
tenced to death at 15. But the people have demonstrated that they 
want the Pardon and Parole Board to commute that sentence to some- 
thing less than death, on grounds of age alone. 

There's an obvious need also to narrow down the archaic crimes 
which are punishable by death to the really serious ones. Otherwise 
the wide variety of capital offenses which are seldom used will con- 
tinue to dissipate the deterrent effect of the death sentence. 

If the law also empowered judges instead of juries to pass sen- 
tence, the accused would be punished by persons in better position 
to know his record and assess the degree of guilt. 

These steps are immediate possibilities if the people will press the 
legislature to take them. We're with you, Muggsy.

Needs Patchwork 


WASHINGTON—The 


uninvited question—if 
not, indeed, the skeleton at the feast—at Presi- 
dent Kennedy’s Christmas week meeting in Ber- 


muda with British Prime Minister Harold Macmillan will be listed 


on no calendar of business. 

The question is: When and how 
can the United States and Britain 
resume the true, full joint leader- 
Ship of a Western alliance which 
together they created and which 
together they once mastered, for 
the good of all? 

The will and spirit are still 
there. But on the British side, the 
power and the determination are 
not present any more. 

One consequence is that Presi- 
dent Kennedy bears an undue 
share of the burden of the whole. 
Another consequence is that the 
Anglo-American leadership in the 
alliance has become so diluted 
that those who used to be lesser 
members, France and West Ger- 
many, are able now to take posi- 
tions approaching those of domi- 
nance. 

This is a dangerous thing. For 
France and West Germany are 
still junior partners. And they 


‘are led by old men. 


They are honorable men. They 
are devoted men. But they are 
also men who cannot much longer 
hold their high places. 


They must not be allowed to 
control decision for all the West 
involving a future which they can- 
not too long share or very long 
help implement. 

The Berlin crisis is a case in 
point. Kennedy is trying to take a 
middle course. He wants to avoid 
yielding anything of principle to 


the Russians, but he also wants to 
be flexible in honorable negotia- 
tions. 

De Gaulle of France opposes 
all negotiations. Adenauer of 
West Germany is in a swing posi- 
tion. He largely shares De 
Gaulle’s skepticism that the Rus- 
Sians are ready to do any decent 
business, but he also recognizes 
the dangers of a sterile refusal 
even to try to negotiate. 

In the ordinary course of af- 
fairs, Macmillan would be auto- 
matically on Kennedy's side. And 
so this view would prevail. But 
Macmillan is under extremist 
“liberal’’ and pacifist pressure 
from home. And he also heads a 
nation which did a vast deal of 
dying in the last war with little 
post-war thanks. 

In his anxiety to avoid any 
Western rashness, Macmillan is 
reducing the ability of his nat- 
ural partner, the United States, 
to lead effectively for the middle 
way. He is promoting the deci- 
Sion-making power of the very 
countries whose rashness he real- 
ly fears, France and West Ger- 
many. 

Anglo-American leadership will 
not be restored to its old effec- 
tive place until Macmillan takes 
his natural place at the center 
alongside Kennedy. Only then 
can we be reasonably certain of 
working out of this affair with 
neither appeasement nor war.

The tragedy is that many here 
know we are getting ready for 
something, but we do not know 
what. 

Suppose Christ could come 
back for a visit and watch the 
way we prepare to celebrate 
His birth. We are sometimes im- 
patient, unkind and in a hurry 
to buy gifts for those we love. 
We lavish each other with gifts 
that, in some instances, we do 
not really need. What would 
Christ have to say about this 
sort of activity? He might fall 
upon His knees and pray, ‘‘Fa- 
ther, forgive them, for they 
know not what they do.”’ 

There are times when Christ- 
mas seems to be evident every- 
where except in the human 


heart. We push and batter our 
way through the crowds get- 
ting ready to honor the birth of 
the kind, gentle and thoughtful 
Christ. 


This seems to be the 


just enough time to take care 
of the superficial and neglect 
the real purpose of this Holy 
season. 

There is a lot of pure selfish- 
ness in the way many of us 
celebrate the birth of the Galli- 
lean. This was not true during 
the first Christmas. The com- 
ing of Christ into the world is 
a clear expression of a God 
who gave unselfishly, that which 
He loved most, to an wunde- 
serving humanity. We cannot 
truly celebrate Christmas unless 
we become actively concerned 
about the unnumbered multi- 
tudes who will go to bed hungry 
on Christmas Eve and wake up 
the same way on Christmas 
morning. Christmas is a time 
to give, not only to those: in 
our little circle of friends, but 
to our brothers who are in need. 

There will be parties given 
in the name of Christ which will 
degrade human personality. 
Christ will not be honored; He 
will be ridiculed. I would not 
attend any social event in the 
name of Christ, if He, by the 
very nature of the event, were 
excluded. 

Just one word of warning: 
Let us be sure that we do not 
lose sight of Him whose birth 
we commemorate in the glit- 
tering tinsel and festive parties.

Agency is trying by other means 
to solve the problem created 
when high frequency radio sig- 
nals of the Instrument Landing 
System (ILS) bounce off the new 
terminal.

With it in service on Runway 
9, jet airliners can land here when 
the visibility is down to half a 
mile and the cloud ceiling is 200 
feet. 


Without it, pilots must be able 
to see a mile and the ceiling has 
to be at least 500 feet before they

Besides Mexico, the other re- 
publics are Argentina, Bolivia, 
Brazil, Chile, Ecuador and Uru- 
guay.

For Sales Taxes 


The Internal Revenue Service has released a table showing 
how much average Georgia residents can claim as sales tax pay- 
ments when they file their 1961 income tax returns next year. 

The state will also accept the federal government figures in 
the preparation of state income tax returns, a state revenue of 
ficial said 

A. C. Ross, district director of Internal Revenue. 
table may be helpful to those who itemize their deducations. 

He said the federal law requires taxpayers to substantiate any 
deduction claimed on their returns but that ordinarily they won't 
be asked to prove sales tax deductions claimed unless it exceeds 
the amount shown in the table. 

Ross added that the tabulated average sales tax payments 
take into account sales taxes paid on large household items and 
‘automobiles as well as payment of compensating general use tax 
on out-of-state purchases.

These statistics were released 
Thursday by Director Jack M. 
Forrester of the Georgia Board 
of Corrections in his annual re- 
port. 

In an accompanying letter to 
Gov. Ernest Vandiver, Forrester 
cited the low cost of caring for 
prisoners in Georgia’s penal sys- 
tem. 


The per capita daily cost is 
$1.30, or $474.50 per year, he said, 
which compares to California’s 
$1,500 per year cost for each 
prisoner and the $2.90 per day 
cost in Florida. 


Forrester also urged funds to 
increase the starting salary of 
prison guards from $150 to $219, 
with a maximum pay of $285. 


“In addition,’’ he said, ‘‘I just 
as strongly recommended that our 
other classified employes be up- 
graded in accordance with Merit 
System standards. ...

‘The Grand Jury recommended! 


that A. Oscar Walker, poll man- 
ager of the Fifth Wa.d during 
the election, be censured for 
“gross inefficiencies” in permit- 
ting alleged negligence which the 
jury said had allowed about 200 
spurious ballots to be cast. 


The committee reported that 
they had been “able to ascer- 
tain” that two dead people and 
three not on the registry books 
had been voted during the recent 
election. They also reported that 
about 50 people voted twice, and 
more than 100 other signatures 
did not look authentic. 


Asking that in future elections 
steps be taken to prevent ‘‘any 
public official or any employe 
of the city, county, or Board of 
Education from serving at the 
polls,” they also recommended 
that the next grand jury ‘which 
will be drawn later this month 
and charged in February) follow 
up the investigation.

Listen, my friends. Has not God 
chosen those who are poor in the 
eyes of the world to be rich in 
faith and to inherit the kingdom 
he ‘has promised to those who 
love him? And yet you have in- 
sulted the poor man. Moreover, 
are not the rich your oppressors’ 
Is it not they who drag you into 
court and pour contempt on the 
honoured name by which God has 
claimed you? 


If, however, you are observing 
the sovereign law laid down in 
Scripture, ‘Love your neighbour 
as yourself,’ that is excellent. But 
if you show snobbery, you are 
committing a sin and you stand 
convicted by that law as trans- 
gressors. For if a man keeps the 
whole law apart from one single 
point, he is guilty of breaking all 
of it. For the One who said, ‘Thou 
shall not commit adultery,’ said 
also, “Thou shalt not commit mur- 
der.’ You may not be an adulter- 
er, but if you commit murder 
you are a law-breaker all the 
same. Always speak and act as 
men who are to be judged under 
a law of freedom.

The Chevrolet plant production 
line workers were laid off because 
Fisher Body supplies the passen- 
ger car bodies used at Chevrolet. 


This is the second trike at Fish- 
er Body in less than three months. 
There was a two - week walkout 
in September when the United 
Auto Workers called a nationwide 
strike that shut 100 General Mo- 
tors plants and idled 250,000 work- 
ers. 


PRODUCTION STANDARD 


The current dispute is over 
production standards — that is, th 
amount of work each production 
employe is assigned to do. GM of- 
ficials said it could have been 
settled without a walkout, that a 
settlement was possible within the 
framework of its agreement with 
the UAW. 


Union leaders have maintained 
Fisher Body increased its produc- 
tion schedule and didn’t equitably 
redistribute the work load. 


With only 10 days to go before 
Christmas, the striking auto work- 
ers are well aware of the eco- 
nomics involved. 


“No one appreciates any better 
than we do the amount of money 
involved,” Hull said. “‘But there’s 
also a principle involved in this | 
thing — and we're standing solid | 
behind it.”

Maybe that’s why Babe 
Ruth’s salary hassles with Col. Jacob 
Ruppert, the owner of the Yankees, 
swept the country with such dramatic 
impact.

told me I was out of my mind and wouldn’t even talk to me.”’

So The Babe went to the training camp in St. Pete, still un- 
signed. This was in the depths of the depression when men were 
selling apples on street corners. Although the home run king had 
reduced his price to a more modest $80,000 a year, his sports-writing 
friends were worried that even his enormous popularity with the 
fans could not head off the feeling of resentment that his fancy de- 
mand might provoke. 


—Babe Showed Way for Big Salaries 


*‘Take it easy, Babe,’’ they cautioned. ‘“That’s more dough than 
Herbert Hoover receives for being President of the United States.”’ 


*‘What the hell has Hoover got to do with it?’”’ roared The Babe. 
He meditated a moment and added, “Besides, I had a better year 
than he did anyway.’’ He sure did. 


So The Babe cornered Col. Ruppert and signed a two-year con- 
tract at $80,000 per annum. Taxes were insignificant then and Ruth 
probably emerged with three times as much spending money as 
Mantle will receive from a slightly higher figure. 


It was Ruth who showed the way for the fantastic salaries of 
today. Until he came along, only a couple of super-stars ever were 
paid as much as $10,000 a year and the average wage was less than 
half that. Only because of Ruth did Lou Gehrig get up eventually 
to the $41,000 bracket. Payrolls have been zooming ever since. 


The smartest thing The Babe did was to go to the top for 
his salary wrangles. He fought it out with Col. Ruppert. The 
Colonel was tough but he was nowhere near as tough as was 
Ed Barrow, the prime minister of the Yankee empire. So Ruth 
by-passed the general manager and went over his head to the 
owner, 


Joe DiMaggio was not so fortunate. He was continually bucking 
into Barrow, a hard and unyielding man. Maybe they started badly. 
The Yankee Clipper went from $8,500 in his freshman season to 
$15,000 in his second year. Barrow offered $25,000 for the third. 


“Mr. Barrow,” said Joe, knowing he couldn't be arrested for 
trying, “I want $40,000.”’ 


Barrow looked stricken, a huge man gasping for breath.

“Young man,” he said, biting off the words savagely. ‘‘Lou 
Gehrig was with this club 13 years before he got that much. What 
do you say to that?’’

Barrow bellowed like a wounded water buffalo. DiMadge dashed 
out the door to safety. The season was under way before Joe capitu- 
lated for the original $25,000.

When The Clipper set his record for hitting in 56 consecutive 
games in 1941 and was named Most Valuable Player, he natu- 
rally expected a handsome salary boost. Barrow suggested he 
take a pay cut because the war was on! 

Once Dan Topping was at the financial controls, however, Joe 
went up to $100,000 a year without even a quibble. By that time he 
wasn't one quarter the ball player he had been when he received a 
quarter as much. That's the trouble with baseball wages. They are 
too low in the beginning and foo high in the end. 

Whenever today’s financial wizards make a merry journey to the 
bank, they shouid pause to light a candle for Babe Ruth. He is re 
sponsible for it all. .

“There I was, running first in a field of about 50, but it was 
raining, and all of a sudden there was this tree, see . . . and then, 
Wham!”’ 


Ross McCain, one of Atlanta’s leading sports car racing 
drivers, didn’t put it exactly that way, but he might have. That’s 
the way the Bahamas Speed Weeks started for him.
